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EPA Questions Wetland Use for Green 
Line Service and Inspection Yard

An ongoing debate be¬ 
tween the Washington Met¬ 
ropolitan Area Transit Au¬ 
thority (WMATA) and the 
Environmental Protection A- 
gency (EPA) continues as 
plans for construction of the 
Greenbelt metrorail and its 
Transit Car Service and In¬ 
spection Yard move forward. 
Completion of the Green Line 
is scheduled for late 1993. 

The discussion revolves around 
the proposed location chosen by 
WMATA for the service and in¬ 
spection yard. According to E~ 
PA environmental scientist Peter 
Stokely, included within the 70- 
acre site is one of the largest 
wetlands of its type still existing 
in Maryland today. EPA is con¬ 
cerned that construction of the 
service yard will disturb 20 acres 
of this unique ecosystem, 10 ac¬ 
res of which will be completely 
filled. 

The site is located north of the 
Capital Beltway between Edmon- 
ston Road and the CSXT Rail¬ 
road (formerly the B & O Rail¬ 
road). It is currently part of 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center (BARC) property. 
BARC's 1984 Master Update 
Plan endorses this land since “it 
is felt that the public benefit 
gained from a transit facility 
serving the region would offset 


the loss of some research space.” 

Sites such as this one are 
viewed by environmentalists as 
becoming more vulnerable to the 
stresses of growth as less land 
is available for development. Con¬ 
cern about the destruction of 
wetlands has become an emotion¬ 
ally charged issue. The term 
wetlands generally conjures 
up images of soggy dirt 
and mud rather than of a valu¬ 
able resource to protect. Howev¬ 
er in reality, a wetland is much 
more. 

Importance of Wetlands 

The U.S. Department of the 
Interior, Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice defines wetlands as lands 
where water is the “dominant 
factor determining the nature of 
soil development and the types 
of plant and animal communities 
living in the soil and on its sur¬ 
face. Furthermore, lands that 
are continually, seasonally or per¬ 
iodically submerged and which 
support emergent or floating 
aquatic plants are also categor¬ 
ized as wetlands.” Before de¬ 
termining specific wetlands sci¬ 
entists must visit the site, take 
samples of the soil and vegeta¬ 
tion, and then analyze them for 
specific materials. 

Scientists have gradually be¬ 
gun to realize the intrinsic value 
of wetlands. It is important fish 
and wildlife habitat and directly 
supplies food to a large array of 
animals including microorgan¬ 


isms, invertebrates, fish, birds 
and mammals. Additionally, 
wetlands purify water and pro¬ 
vide flood control by storing and 
detaining storm water. 

The palustrine wetland that is 
part of the BARC pioperty is 
defined as a temporarily and sea¬ 
sonally flooded wetland. Plant 
life is typically dominated with 
red maples, sweet gum and an 
understory of sweetbay magnolia 
and winterberry with a herbace¬ 
ous layer of grasses. 

EPA sees this site as particul¬ 
arly valuable because of its size 
and maturity. The Agency rec¬ 
ommends that WMATA investi¬ 
gate alternate sites before it 
goes any farther in the permit 
process. Working with the Ar¬ 
my Coips of Engineers in an 
advisory capacity, EPA's role is 
to recommend approval or denial 
when the Corps reviewes applica¬ 
tions for permits allowing ex¬ 
cavation or filling of wetlands. 

Assessment of Other Sites 

According to Stokely, until W- 
MATA more thoroughly asses¬ 
ses alternate sites the EPA can¬ 
not recommend approval of the 
project. He noted that neither 
of the two alternate sites men¬ 
tioned in the Environmental As¬ 
sessment Report commissioned by 
WMATA were investigated with 
the same detail as the BARC 
site. 

The first alternate site is south

Residents at Schrom Hills Park 


Hearing Learn Pond May Be Nixed

The bombshell of the eve¬ 
ning at the Schrom Hills 
Park mini-charette was the 
news that there may be no 
pond in the new park. The 
September 27 meeting was 
the second in a series in 
which citizens will help de¬ 
cide what recreation facili¬ 
ties will be placed in the 
new park. 

Schrom Hills Park is a 41-acre 
site located north and east of 
Hanover Parkway and south of 
the Greenbrook development. 
Four hundred fifteen thousand 
dollars will be available to devel¬ 
op the park, most of it from the 
$6 million bond issue and from 
grants. The city is still trying 
to acquire several more acres for 
the park. 

City consultant Grace Fielder 
of Greenman & Pederson said she 
was unable to determine whether 
the United States Army Corps 
of Engineers would allow the 
pond to be built in northern 
Schrom Hills park. While the 
five-acre pond would be used for 
recreational purposes, its main 
function would be to manage 
stormwater from the nearby 
Greenbrook development. The 
consultants explained that the 
Corps of Engineers has recently 


changed policy emphasis to favor 
the retention of wetlands. Pre¬ 
sently northern Schrom Hills 
Park is mainly flood plain, with 
a wetland area where the pond is 
planned. 

The current wetland is not the 
stereotypical reeds and scummy 
water swamp. Rather the water- 
loving plants growing there look 
to the untrained eye like normal 
plants and include wildflowers 
such as viburnium bushes (which 
have large bunches of white 
flowers) and jewel weed (a rela¬ 
tive of impatiens). 

The consultants explained that 
although the county wants a pond 
built and one was planned several 
years ago, the Corps of Engineers 
prefers wetlands because they 
filter out pollutants that would 
flow into the rivers the Corps is 
supposed to maintain. 

If the pond is not built, then 
the area will remain as it is pre¬ 
sently with a weir and culvert 
system built on the west end of 
the wetland to manage storm 
water. 

Citizens present all favored a 
pond, with councilmember Ed Pu- 
tens summing it up by saying 
that without a pond it would 
change “the intent and use of 
the park.” 

Planning the Park 

More than thirty people—city 
council members, staff and advi¬ 


sory board members and citizens 
from all sections of Greenbelt— 
planned what they would like to 
see in the new Schrom Hills 
Park. The group broke up into 
six small groups and went over 
two concept plans of the park 
prepared by Fielder, which were 
based on what people at the first 
meeting said they wanted in the 
park. 

The idea of two ballfields—one 
for soccer and one for softball— 
was preferred by most. Because 
of the lay of the land these 
fields would be in the southern 
end of the park. Some people 
wanted the fields lit. But James 
Foy of Hunting Ridge pointed out 
that there would be a lot of re¬ 
sistance to lighting. He said 
Hunting Ridge residents are al¬ 
ready bothered by the lights used 
on the nearby Lanham Boys Club 
property . 

City Manager James K. Giese 
noted that several people affiliated 
with the Boys & Girls Club were 
present. He said that the city 
staff has wanted lit ballfields at 
the Northway fields and that they 
would like to see a six to eight- 
field complex there in the future. 

Early in the meeting, Fielder 
explained the physical lay of the 
land and that make-up of the 
land limited usage of the park.

Council Backs State Gun Ban: 
Promises Pool, Open Space

At its September 19 meeting the Greenbelt City Council 
joined other municipalities across the State in urging its 
citizens to support the State's ban on the Saturday Night 
Special with a Yes vote in next month's referendum. They 
also assured nervous parkland advocates that the indoor 
pool will not drain off funds promised for open space pur¬ 


chases. 

The Maryland legislature pas¬ 
sed and in May the Governor 
signed into law a ban on the sale 
and manufacture within the state 
of cheap handguns, H.B. 1131. 
This summer enough citizen 
signatures were obtained to 
bring the issue to referendum 
on November 8. The National 
Rifle Association and the Mary¬ 
land Committee against the Gun 
Ban have been lobbying citizens 
to vote against what they call 
the “gun ban.” A statement 
from Delegate Joan Pitkin, read 
by Councilmember Thomas X. 
White, urged council support 
for the law, which had also been 
supported by the three delegates 
and senator representing Green¬ 
belt. “A recent survey conduct¬ 
ed by the University of Mary¬ 
land,” she wrote, “has shown 
that 73 percent of the residents 
of Maryland favor this bill.” 
Councilmember Joseph Isaacs, 
who put the item on the agenda, 
reminded council that Greenbelt- 
ers had voted two-to-one in fa¬ 
vor of gun control in a 1969 city 
referendum. Council was unani¬ 
mous in support of the bill. 
Chief James Craze of the Green¬ 
belt Police Department has been 
actively involved in support of 
the ban on cheap handguns. The 
Greenbelt Fraternal Order of Po¬ 
lice Lodge 32 decided at its last 
meeting to take no position on 
the referendum question. 

Miscellaneous 

Council approved a letter to 
the Prince Georges Planning 
Board requesting greater fund¬ 
ing for recreational program¬ 
ming within the city. The fund¬ 


ing request is:

Vacancies currently exist on 


the city's Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board and Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee. Council di¬ 
rected staff to seek additional 
applications of residents inter¬ 
ested in serving on these com¬ 
mittees through advertising in 
this newspaper. 

The city will purchase diesel 
fuel through a cooperative ag¬ 
reement with the Council of 
Governments. The supplier is 
Metallgesellschaft Corp. of Bal¬ 
timore, based on their contract 
with the Washington Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Transit Authority. 

At a special meeting on Sept. 
23, council agreed to the negoti¬ 
ated liability, public officials lia¬ 
bility, automobile, package pol¬ 
icy and umbrella coverage from 
McFarlin Insurance Agency and 
A. R. Keir, Inc. for a total cost 
of $262,113.

What the Gun Law Really Says 

I have been asked by the News Review to provide com¬ 
ment on what has become a controversial issue. That issue 
is House Bill #1131—“Handguns - Prohibition of Manufac¬ 
ture and Sale,” which was signed into law by Governor 
Schaefer on May 23, 1988. The pro-gun lobby in the state 
has mounted a large-scale attack on the law in an attempt 
to have it overturned by referendum in November. Much has 
been said and written by supporters of both sides of the 
issue. Charges and Countercharges have been made by 
both sides. The result is confusion and clouding of the 
issue. The following is a factual overview of what the law 
provides. 

The law requires the Governor, with advice and con¬ 
sent of the Senate, to appoint a nine-member board to create 
a roster of permitted handguns. The board shall include 
a member of the National Rifle Association, a handgun 
manufacturer, a member of the Maryland Chiefs of Police 
Association, a member of the Maryland State’s Attorney’s 
Association, a member of Marylanders Against Handgun 
Abuse and three citizens chosen by the Governor. The 
board is chaired by the Superintendent of the Maryland 
State Police. 

The law states that after January 1, 1990, no person 
may manufacture any handgun not on the Handgun Roster 
or sell or offer to sell any handgun not on the Handgun Ros¬ 
ter which was manufactured after January 1, 1985. The 
board may only place on the Roster handguns which are ei¬ 
ther useful for legitimate sporting, self-defense or law en¬ 
forcement purposes or detectable by standard security de¬ 
vices used at courthouses or airports. 

In determining whether a handgun has a legitimate 
use, the board will consider the following characteristics 
of the handgun: concealability, ballistic accuracy, weight, 
quality of materials, quality of manufacture, reliability as 
to safety and caliber. 

Manufacturers, dealers and individuals may petition 
the board to include handguns on the Roster. 

The penalties for noncompliance: for manufacture of 
a handgun not on the Roster — up to $10,000 fine per gun; 
for sale of a handgun not on the Roster — up to $2,500 per 
gun. Any dealer who sells a handgun not on the Roster 
is subject to revocation of the dealer’s gun license. 

That is the law. The following comments are mine. 
An analysis by the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire¬ 
arms (ATF) of the Treasury Department indicates that an 
estimated one hundred Marylanders are killed each year 
with the types of weapons this law bans. Nationally, be- 
'tween 20% and 30% of all guns used in crime are these 
guns. These weapons have no legitimate use for hunting, 
self-defense'or law enforcement because they are unsafe and 
a danger to anyone who may discharge them. Lastly, it is 
not the intent of the law to ban all handguns, only those that 
are unreliable and innaccurate and susceptible to maior mal¬ 
functions which could result in serious iniury or even death. 

On September 26. 1988, I was a signatory of a resolu¬ 
tion signed by over 100 law enforcement officials. Fraternal 
Order of Police and Maryland Troopers Association repre¬ 
sentatives who support this law. It makes sense that if one 
life is saved, the law is worthwhile. 

I urge citizens to vote “FOR” the handgun law.

About Those Letters 
Last Week . . . 

This is my reaction to two 
letters printed in the News Re¬ 
view of Oct. 13. One, by Leonie 
Penney and Betty Maffay, urged 
a referendum on the allocation of 
additional funds to construct the 
indoor swimming pool; the se¬ 
cond, by Bob Rashkin, objected to 
a proposed schedule for pool utili¬ 
zation. 

In response to the first letter, 
I agree that the expenditure of 
large sums of money by city 
council is a matter of concern and 
should be carefully studied by 
council and citizens. However, I 
believe that the writers err in 
equating democracy as being 
served only by a referendum. 

Greenbelt has a representative 
form of government, much like 
that of other local, county, state 
and national governments. De¬ 
parture from the old New En¬ 
gland form of government, where 
all actions were taken after a 
vote of the citizens in a town 
meeting, is of long standing be¬ 
cause it became clear that as 
population centers grew in size, 
it was no longer feasible to have 
a referendum vote on each mat¬ 
ter. 

Selection of one of the five op¬ 
tions listed in the letter is with¬ 
in the legal purview of council. 
If is appropriate for those in fa¬ 
vor of the referendum to exert 
political pressure on council 
members. The city charter does 
not contain a provision to peti¬ 
tion to referendum actions taken 
by council. The political leverage 
that exists is at the next city 
council election. 

With regard to the second let¬ 
ter, I believe the writer was pre¬ 
mature in criticizing a tentative 
pool usage schedule when the 
pool is not yet under construc¬ 


tion. 

I was a frequent user of the 
outdoor pool, and to my knowl¬ 
edge there was no rule which 
limited lap swimming to one per¬ 
son per lap. Every hour on the 
hour, for 15 minutes, lap swim¬ 
ming for those over 18 years of 
age was reserved in the deep end. 
At the end of the summer, lane 
demarcations were installed to 
separate fast swimmers from 
slow swimmers, but at no time 
was a lane restricted to one per¬ 
son per lap.

'No' to School on Parkland 

There is a new threat to* our 
green belt. 

There has been discussion of. 
building a new elementary school 
to replace Greenbelt Center 
School. One site under consid¬ 
eration is the “school board pro¬ 
perty," 72 acres located between 
parcels 1 and 2. 

This possibility is especially 
disturbing because the cou;.ty 
has recently agreed to turn this 
land over to Greenbelt as part 
of the historic green belt. It 
would be a tragedy after all our 
efforts to lose this newly won 
green space. 

The Board of Education will 
make a decision in the near fu¬ 
ture on whether to renovate 
Greenbelt Center School or con¬ 
struct a new school. Citizens will 
be asked to state their prefer¬ 
ence on a questionnaire, but we 
don't yet have all the facts. 
Therefore, it is imperative that 
a public hearing be held before 
the questionnaire is sent out so 
that citizens can have an oppor¬ 
tunity for full discussion of this 
issue before they commit their 
thoughts to paper, 

I am strongly opposed to the 
destruction of any of our green 
belt for a new school, especially 
since Greenbelt Center School is 
of considerable historical impor¬ 
tance in its own right and should 
be preserved in its rightful place 
in the center of Greenbelt.

of the Beltway and north of 
Greenbelt Road on A.H. Smith 
industrial-zoned land, some of 
which is in floodplains. It was 
ruled out because of its close 
proximity to Greenbelt Road. W- 
MATA fears it would only add to 
the traffic congestion. The other 
alternate site is located north 
of Sunnyside Avenue and just 
east of the CSXT Railroad. This 
site was dismissed because it is 
not isolated from industrial and 
residential communities in the 
area, and it is not compatible 
with BARCTs Master Plan. 

Stokely noted that WMATA 
did not study placing both the 
yard and the station north of 
Greenbelt Road and south of the 
Beltway with the yard on the 
“highly disturbed” A. H, Smith 
tract currently occupied by an 
auto salvage operation, a sand 
and gravel operation and a va¬ 
cant lot. 

The area he refers to is lo¬ 
cated west of Cherrywood Lane 
and north of Greenbelt Road. 
The EPA believes that this loca- 
cation needs to be evaluated 
more closely, particularly since 
it is already disturbed. 

Working with the EPA, the 
Corps continues to analyze the 
data and has recently requested 
more information from WMATA 
before making its decision. 

The need for a service and in¬ 
spection yard somewhere along 
the Green Line is not in dispute. 
The yard is designed to be used 
as both a terminus for the Green 
Line and a utility yard for ap¬ 
proximately 280 metro cars with 
loop tracks for moving and re¬ 
versing transit cars. Also includ¬ 
ed in the design will be a ser¬ 
vice and inspection shop, inter¬ 
ior and exterior transit car 
cleaning and washing facilities, 
a car painting and fiberglass re¬ 
pair facility, a traction power 
substation, a tie-breaker station, 
a parking lot and outbuildings.

The northern end of the park 
near Greenbrook is mostly flood 
plain and will be a pond or re¬ 
main a wetland. The eastern and 
western edges of the park have 
steep slopes. The middle part of 
the park, has poor soils that are 
sticky when wet and thus limit 
usage. Since this area is covered 
by mature woodland, Fielder sug¬ 
gested, and people seemed to a- 
gree, that it should remain as is. 
Therefore, the southern part of 
the park is really limited to the 
two ballfields. 

Another given is that there will 
be a maintenance road around 
the storm water manageent area 
in the northern part of the park. 

Plans call for the park en¬ 
trance to be located across from 
Space Court, since there is al¬ 
ready an intersection there. Also 
suggested are that the parking 
lot, restrooms and storage area 
be nearby. Concerns were ex¬ 
pressed about having enough 
parking spaces, even though the 
plan calls for 80-90 spaces. Field¬ 
er cautioned that creating park¬ 
ing spaces could be expensive. Al¬ 
so concerns were expressed that 
the proposed park entrance might 
not be safe, since visibility is 
limited by the curve of Hanover 
Parkway. 

A maintenance/bike trail could 
run through the park. People 
suggested it should be wide en¬ 
ough to allow access by emer¬ 
gency vehicles. 

Other suggestions that people 
liked: a nature trail through the 
wooded central section, informal 
play area to the west, picnic ar¬ 
eas, a multi-use area next to 
the soccer field, a formal line of 
trees or alley between the ball- 
fields, playground, a sledding hill 
on the steep eastern slope, and

wildflower plantings on the steep 
western slopes along Hanover 
Parkway. 

Opinion differed on the place¬ 
ment of the playground areas:

Bonding is the newest and 
most versatile technique av¬ 
ailable for restoring broken, 
decayed or malformed teeth.

Listening To Your Body's Language 



The human body is often li¬ 
kened to a machine, but there is no 
other machine that functions so 
effectively and efficiently. The 
seemingly simple act of processing 
food requires enormous coordina¬ 
tion of systems within. When 
something goes wrong, the body 
sends out signals to warn us. 

Two common signs of a diges¬ 
tive system in trouble are diarrhea 
and constipation. Others include 
stomach pains, painful swallow¬ 
ing, heartburn, nausea, cramping, 
unexplained weight loss, discolor¬ 
ation of tissue or the presence of 
blood in the stool. Usually, symp¬ 
toms go away by themselves, but 
sometimes they signal a more seri¬ 
ous problem than simply having 
eaten the "wrong thing." 

Gastroenterologist Dr. Frank 
Pisciotta says, "For some 20 mil¬ 
lion Americans, minor digestive 
upsets are a daily problem. And ac¬ 
cording to the National Institutes 
of Health figures, another 20 mil¬ 
lion are chronically ill with seri¬ 
ous gastrointestinal disorders. 
Symptoms are the digestive tract’s 
way of telling us how it’s function¬ 
ing. Heartburn, for instance, is a 
pain or burning sensation that 
usually begins behind the breast 
bone and works its way up into the 
chest. Almost eveiyone suffers 
from occasional bouts, and chang¬ 
ing rating habits can help dramat¬ 
ically. However, if within a week's 
time self-care measures don't help, 
it's time to seek medical advice. 

The acids caused by heartburn can 
actually erode the esophagus and 
cause painful ulcers. Your doctor 
can likely prescribe something to 
prevent it." 


"Common sense is the key," he 
continues. "An occasional stom¬ 
ach ache is probably normal. 
Modifying your eating habits 
might help, or getting more rest 
may be the solution. If the symp¬ 
toms persist, it's a good idea to 
check it out with a physician. 

Many patients wait too long for the 
symptoms to disappear on their 
own. By the time they seek medical 
advice, the problem has advanced 
to a more complicated stage. An ex¬ 
ample which costs thousands of 
people their lives every year is that 
of attributing blood in the stool to 
hemorrhoids. Repeated irregulari¬ 
ties in the bowel may be a message 
that something is seriously 
amiss." 


Most digestive diseases are 
highly treatable in their early stag¬ 
es. including malignancies. Early 
tumors can usually be effectively 
removed with little or no discom¬ 
fort by a simple outpatient proce¬ 
dure called endoscopy. Dr. Pisciot¬ 
ta, who also treats patients with 
weight control problems, has offic¬ 
es that include on-site lab, X-ray, 
and endoscope facilities, so there is 
no undue disruption of the pa¬ 
tient's daily routine. Should there 
be a need, he has hospital privileg¬ 
es at many of the areas finest facili¬ 
ties. 

He states, 'We often see patients 
who have suffered for weeks before 
they come in, thinking that the 
problem would 'go away.' Our staff 


is trained to understand the im¬ 
portance of early treatment, so 
when someone calls, we accom¬ 
modate them right away. A thor¬ 
ough evaluation and program of 
treatment, if needed, begins imme¬ 
diately." 

Dr. Pisciotta, who is a graduate 
of the Universities of Maryland 
and Texas Medical School and 
trained at institutes including 
Hahnemann Medical Center and 
Hospital in Philadelphia; M.D. 
Anderson Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston; St Mary's Hos¬ 
pital at the University of Rochester 
in New York and Washington Hos¬ 
pital Center in Washington D.C., 
prescribes preventive measures, 
"Eat slowly," he advises, "and as 
your mother always told you, chew 
your food well. Have plenty of 
high-fiber foods in your diet, drink 
alcohol only in moderation, don't 
smoke cigarettes, and be aware of 
any changes in bowel habits. If you 
have doubts concerning the seri¬ 
ousness of a condition, see a doctor. 
Ignoring symptoms for long peri¬ 
ods of time can wind up to be very 
costly in terms of your health. 
When your body talks, listen."
